And  we  recom- 
mend that  this  body  send  delej^'ates  to  the  Convention  which  will  assemble 
for  the  consideration  of  this  sulijcct.  on  tho  'J'Jth  of  April,  in  the  city  of  Augu-stu.

The  education  of  the  younj;  is  an  object  of  deep  and  paramount  importance. 
Itcommi'iids  itself  to  tho  syinp.ttliiesof  tho  cliristian,  the  benevolence  of  the 
philanthropist,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  legislator.  Whou  conducted  with  a 
wise  rofcrcnceto  the  moral  and  intellectual  wants  of  the  age,  it  is  eminently 
conduoive  to  the  best  interests  of  socioly,  and  to  the  glory  of  God.  The  im- 
porluuce  of  the  subject  has  not  failed  to  attract  tho  attention  of  relijcionists 
of  cveiy  denomination,  and  all  are  striving  to  build  up  superior  literary  iD- 
htitutions,  merely  for  tho  intluenco  they  confer  on  those  who  control  them. 
The  rresbytorians  Lave  labored  in  this  good  work  with  a  perseverance  and 
success  which  may  well  chullenge  the  odmiration  of  tho  world.  The  Kplsco- 
puliauB  have  Iwen  scarcely  less  zealous,  and  have  labored  with  almoBt  equal 
euccefu*.

James  H.  DeVotie  tilled  the  onieC  of  Fi- 
nancial Secretary  of  the  CoUepje,  and  (lischarf,'ed  itsdiities  with  dihlinKiiislied 
siicc'ss.  He  seenred  contributions  amounting'  in  all  to  about  forty  thousand 
dollars— one  half  for  the  erectinn  of  the  l)uil(l:n>,'.  the  other  for  the  increase 
of  the  endowment  fund.  The  Hoard  re;;ret  that  they  couM  not  induce  him 
tocontinii'^  in  his  ottlee  for  aiio'.her  year.  They  are  happy,  however,  to  state 
tlml  they  have  secnreil  tlii'  services  of  the  lU'v.  W.  Wilkts.  He  Las  enterc«l 
upon  his  work  with  ^'reat  enthusiasm,  and  with  enconraslnf,'  prospects  of 
huccess.  if  the  favor  of  the  deiioiniiiation  to  its  edueatioiml  eiiter])iize  con- 
tinues to  increase  for  the  next  few  years  as  it  ha>j  done  for  two  or  Ihiee  y<  ars 
past,  yonr  Hoard  are  persuadvd  that  in  a  very  ?hort  time  they  will  be  enabled 
to  report  a  sullicient  amount  of  endowment  fund  to  place  the  collej/e  beyond 
all  reasonable  contingency.  The  present  financiul  condltiun  of  the  college 
ia  as  followH  :

Exijcriencc  has  tauplit  us  that  it  is  not  the  work  of  a  year  lo  endow  a  col" 
li*ge,  and  it  is  no  ground  of  discoura^rement  if  the  end  is  not  speedily  attained. 
It  is  hy  advancing  slowly  and  securely,  year  by  year,  that  the  object  must 
ultiniately  be  accomplished.  The  abovB  are  the  results  of  your  labors — less, 
it  is  true,  than  we  could  have  wished,  but  in  drawing  comparisons  between 
this  and  similar  enterprizes,  it  must  beikdniitted  that  our  reasonable  expectu- 
tions  have  been  fully  realized. 

In  addition  to  all  this  your  Board  aro  persuaded  that  no  institutioa  of 
equal  age  and  advantages  can  be  found  in  our  country  which  has  taken  u 
higher  htand  in  (he  department  of  instruition,  or  in  which  that  instruction 
is  more  thoroughly  given.  In  the  Languages,  the  students  are  well  trained 
and  are  progressing  with  great  rapidity.  The  Professor  of  Mathematics  has 
Huccceded  la  advancing  hiu  classes  in  thesedilMcult  branches  with  a  thorough- 
ness and  rapidity  which  has  both  surprized  and  gratified  your  Hoard.  Thus 
the  Freshman  class  will,  in  n  fuw  days,  have  completed,  in  u  highly  credita- 
ble manner,  the  whole  of  Algebra  and  Geometry  ;  and  the  Sophomore  class, 
the  entire  course  of  pure  mathematics.  In  the  department  of  Natural  Science* 
—if  any  where— it  might  Imivc  bcea  expected  that  an  institution  so  recently 
organized,  would  fail  in  efliciency.  Such,  however,  ia  not  the  fact,  imme- 
diately after  the  destruction  of  the  collego  building,  with  the  entire  I'hilo- 
Hopbical  Apparatus,  the  citizens  of  Marion,  by  private  sukscriptlon,  preseuted  ^ 

ft  fund  to  the  coUogo  to  supply  the  latter.    This  fund  was  increased  to  some- 
thing over  three  thoueaud  dollars  by  friendB  uot  resident!  ol  Marion.    A

It  seems  to  lie  a  sin^jnlar  and  I'lovidential  co-incidence  tiiul  tlie  original 
views  which  leil  to  the  formation  of  a  llaptist  I'uldication  Society  in  the 
Unit'd  States,  were  d<'rive.l  friun  a  rei^anl  to  the  condition  of  the  .Southern 
peopb',  and  );rew  (Uit  of  the  experience  of  a  Soutlicrn  liujitist  minister.  The 
Itaptiet  General  Tract  Society,  which  was  the  parent  <d'  this  I'lildicatioD 
Society  and  its  elder  sister  in' the  North,  was  orii^inated  in  the  City  of  Wafh- 
in;fton,  in  February  of  1X21.  'Ihe  fnunder  of  the  Society  wnP  u  native  of 
Maryland,  ami  al  the  time  oforiKinatinjr  thispublieation  scheme,  was  pastor 
of  tlir  Jiajitist  Churcii  in  Norfidk,  Virginia.  That  eminent  and  ^rodly  man, 
Kev.  Noah  Davis,  is  rfpresented.in  the  ])erson  of  his  son,  of  the  Mimo  name, 
one  of  the  cITicient  profesKors  now  in  Howard  College,  in  thiH  Stat''.  And 
though  the  father  lias  gone  to  his  rest  and  reward,  nearly  twcnly-8ix  years 
agn,  tlie  organization,  which  wns  the  outgrowth  of  his  fertile  and  praying 
mind,  has  lived  and  expanded  itself  widely  over  the  nation,  iind  for  nine 
years  past,  liaw  become  two  bandn,  ncither'of  tliem  being  the  IcfB  elllcicntby 
the  separation. 

Dut  the  nituation  of  our  Southern  BaptiHt  Publication  Society  required  a 
method  of  policy  in  many  respecta  peculiar  to  itself,  and  koujc  practical  coc^- 
BidcrationB  oa  Hi  mod«  of  operation,  arc  all  that  can  now  be  ollcred  by  your 
committee. 

First  of  all,  the  management  of  the  Central  DrpoBxtory  shall  be  attentively 
conHidered,  as  the  fountain  and  channel  of  supply,  for  the  widewt  and  most 
economical  difl'ufion  of  such  publica'ionB  an  are  needed  by  our  people.  The 
first  Bix  years  oftlic  history  of  the  American  Baptist  Publicition  movement, 
while  UBder  the  controlling  hand  of  Mr.  Davie,  the  founder  and  uiaoagcr  ot 
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ov"r"i(tM-('rom  m  c<.iint->  not  Ijcinfr  kept  ri-pilariy— iroin  .iiiiii;ik'ih  k.  uouks 
fPnilercd  iniMilaililc,  luul  from  Hi'-  waste  otKtink,  t<iK'flli<r  witli  ili"  incP'iu*f 
ofp\pen'"'con!«c(iui.'nt  upon  liiu  iiig  ko  rmmy  loculilifN  lor  keeping  ami  dii^ 
iilln;;  tlic  l»(iokB  funii-lK'd  liy  tlio  Soricl y.

Tm  je:ir.''  later  tli;»n  the  ])criod  thus  relcrred  to.  the  Corrcspon«Un;;  S<-crc- 
t!\ry  of  til"  ori>;nftl  Society,  thus  sjx'aks  of  the  seiiuel.  in  his  clforls  to  wiml 
lip  IIjosc  "Itiaiieh  i>epo.'-itorie!( :"  "  ^;oiih'  were  daina;red  and  loi-t ;  in  other.s 
the  tnicls  i\iiil  tiooks  were  too  lillliy  to  s(dl,  and  ((Hild  hardly  lie  ^'\\vn  iiway. 
Seldom coiiid  11  person  be  found  who  would  acknowledge  any  ji'cuniavy  re- 
sponsibility. Itinerant  ministers  and  jm^tors  would  call  i.nd  ),'et  liundles  of 
tract',  mid  make  no  report  of  them,  having  pUteii  the  impv'^sion  that  they 
were  givi  1  away.  No  doiild  a  larire  proportion  thus  sent  i>iit,  j^ot  into  cir- 
culation ;  w.re  read  and  did  some  i;ood,  tiul  so  far  a.s  the  tiooks  ol  the  Society 
(thow,  .neverul  tlionsand  doHurs  remained  duo  from  some  liody,  and  tho  book 
uccounts  of  the  old  Society,  with  those  "  r.raneh  Depositories."  never  were 
und  niv  r  could  he  closed  up.  Tho  ••auxiliaries,'' with  hundreds  of  other 
aiixilinry  soeielies,  conn"eted  with  our  philanthropic  institutions  in  n  former 
»Re,  pel  islied  after  a  brief  existence,  und  arc  unknown  to  the  pruxent  gcu- 
crutioD."  • 

The  results  of  all  this  experience,  the  lepjitlmafe  inheritance  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  i'ublication  Society,  have  puided  the  policy  of  this  in^titution, 
oow  in  it^  sepaiiile  exi' tene<'  anil  history,  for  the  la  t  nine  years.  The 
munafrers  of  the  Society  havi;  not  ventiired'to  barn  n;;,iin  the  same  exponsi-.-(^ 
liswMis,  (if  dearly  l(ouj,'hl-e\|ierienee,  and  wastelul  exix'uditure  of  means  und 
speiicies.  It  Iherefori' seems  to  be  the  impendiii;;  neec-ity  and  the  duly  of 
oiirdeiMiiiiinution  in  these  Southern  Stales,  tocouMdidate,  ntri  n;,Mhin,  enl:ir;;e, 
and  thus  to  economize  the  resources  provided  by  our  brethren  for  the  I'ulv 
litation  Caime.  It  is  the  interest  of  the  denomination  to  iiavc  the  general 
depoHitr.i  V  so  locntei' and  manap;ed  as  to  becomi!  thi«  eheape^^t  dispensin;; 
medium  which  can  l>e  foiimi,  f\)r  HUpplyinj,'  books  at  all  points,  howevrT  re- 
mote. Tile  improved  facilities  for  ditfusioii  by  means  of  railroad,  steamboat. 
ctaffe-rrtiiic^.  express,  and  tdi(>ap  mail  pontaRc  lor  Looks,  are  all  in  favor  of 
conccntratin;,'  patronago  ujion  one  distributing  cent'T,  where  increasin);  busi- 
nc'fiHOMly  tends  to  increased  chi;apnes.s  and  economy;  and  where  the  denomi- 
niuinn  may,  at  once,  look  for  an  easy  and  safe  method  of  obtaining;  every  thin>{ 
wtiich  may  he  desired  in  the  wide  domain  of  the  book-markets  of  the  world. 

Another  important  practical  feature  in  the  I'uldieation  movement,  re(|uir- 
m  our  nttentiou,  is  the  patrwna^e  und  cnconraKciHent  of  whatever  writing 
»a*ciit  may  c-xisl  among  the  miuiBtry  and  memberBbip  uf  our  numerous  dc-

Wh;it  we  hiive  hrielly  rof.'rriMl  to,  ix,  not  all  that  wo  <lo.  There  is  tho  per- 
Miml  lithors  ftiid  iultu'-nee  of  Hk;  colporterH,  who,  w  lien  projurly  udnjjted  to 
the  work,  iiinlce  tlie  most  enicient  evuiiKeli>t!<  in  the  worlii.  Kukuri  <i  iis  thry 
aro,  liiiiiv  in  thi^"  work,  thev  ^'ruw  in  Kntce,  and  possess  much  of  tiie  spirit  «f 
Chri'-t  ftiid  his  enrly  Apostles,  and  as  they  po  from  house  to  liousp,  tiieir  theme 
isfaivatioii.  They  preach  in  luiKhborhoodH,  and  hy  the  lireKJdes,  comfortinp 
Ihc  fiiiiils  and  w.irniuK  dinners.  It  will  refpiiie  hut  little  ndlectiofi  to  neo  the 
nature  and  design  of  the  work  you  Lave  undertaken,  together  with  the  great 
Dpccssitlos  existing;  for  it. 

\Vl\i'n  undertaken,  the  Society  had  no  tunds  with  which  to  comm  nco  the 
worl(.  A  circular  was  prepareil  and  sent  out  to  the  churches  callin;i  on  thtin 
for  n-slstance,  to  whicli,  however,  very  few  rcNponded.  Tiie  ('orre-pondiiif: 
5<"crelary  has  spi  nt  niucli  of  hi^time  in  vii-iting  tlie  Churches  and  Association.'^ 
in  pprson,  an<l  makiny;  direct  appeals  to  the  bretliri'n.  In  many  instanceHhe 
has  hud  his  lu-nrt  cheered  hy  tin;  hyinpathiea  expressed  and  lil)ernl  conlrilui- 
lion?  inaile  by  tiie  lirethren.  In  other  oaseHe.vprePsions  of  approbation  ha\f 
l)"cn  made,  wliile  there  has  been  a  failure  to  reco^'nize  an  obii^'ntion  to  aid 
tlic  enterpri/.e.  The  past  year,  however,  has  been  one  jteeuliarly  unfavorable 
for  Parting  a  work  refniiring,  like  thi!>,  a  large  collection  of  funds  to  cou»- 
lii'iiee.  And  wli'ii  this  fact  isccnsitlered,  the  purticulnrs  ol'uhich  are  known 
to  all,  although  n  j;reat  deal  h(v<  not  been  acconii)lishrii.  enough  has  been 
(lone  to  encourage  tho  Society  to  perHovrrc  in  itn  undertaking.  AVe  have 
n.'asnn  to  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  be  a  much  more  fruitful  one  with 
lis  than  ti>o  past— that  seeds  already  sown  will  bring  forth,  seme  sixty  and 
Bomo  an  huiidnd  fold. 

The  collections  for  Ihif  year  have  be^Mi  about  three  thousand  dollars,  (not 
all  Contained  in  llii.^  ri'port.)  besides  some  eight  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
Uibles  owned  by  the  .Society  befortliaiid.  Your  (Jeneral  PepoRitory  Ik  now 
worth  soinelhiiig  over  two  thousand  dollars.  In  colportag(;  we  have  not  uc- 
ciuiplishi'd  iiiuili.  In  the  early  part  of  tho  year  we  could  notlabdrin  this 
department  for  want,  of  funds,  and  in  the  winter  seui-on  the  weather  was  so 
inclement  that  it  was  inipossiljle  to  do  a  greatdeal.  We  have  now  ten  col- 
portcrs  engage<l,  most  of  whom  promise  well.  Sonic  of  these  only  give  us  t» 
I-ait  of  their  time — being  engaged  in  missionary  labor,  or  having  charge  of 
thurchcs. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  strengthen  the  Depository  before  the  work  can  safely 
I*  extended  farther.  And  I  would  suggest  that  the  Society  pursue  fonie 
course  by  which  our  means  may  be  increased.  No  very  inconsiderable  part 
of  your  Secretary's  time  will  necessarily  be  occupied  in  the  business  of  the 
Depository.  This  will  prevent  constant  traveling  to  raise  funds';  and  unlrfs 
there  can  bo  some  plan  or  means  used  to  get  pastors  and  inlluential  brethren 
to  lend  a  helping  hand,  it  will  be  impossible  lor  us  to  make  that  progress  that 
will  Bet  tho  work  soon  on  a  llrm  a  id  Hubstantial  basis.
